Baltimore, Md.. April 1. — With the Senate race 
track lulls shunted off t «> the finance committee and 
Hie house hill.*, on the subject sticking persistently 
on tin* tile of the house at Anuapolis, the iudicu 
turns late today are that the general assembly of 
.Maryland will adjourn without enacting any legisla 
tkui dealing with tin* three big tracks in this sta* 

The as>enibly will next Tuesday reach tin* end 
of its ninety days’ session — all that is allowed by 
the constitution and race track legislation appar- 
ently is so hopelessly involved that it will hardly be 
possible to get any action in the last throes of the 
session. 

A continuation of the present situation appears 
to b«* satisfactory to ilie racing interests although 
if there is to he any further regulation the Pim- 
lico people want a stale commission and have indi- 
cated a willingness to pay a heavy tax. The other 
two tracks. Laurel and Havre de Grace, are pleading 
that they cannot afford to pay such a heavy tax, 
while those who are opposed to race track betting 
in any form are arguing that it is better for the 
present situation to contiuue for two more years 
Ilian for the state to go into implied partnership 
with the tracks through the exaction of a tax. 

If tin* house sits long enough, it may reach the 
Hall bill late tonight, probably after midnight, 'out 
even if it docs, it is now so late in the session that! 
it will be hard to get anything through to which 
t Imre is strong opposition. 

Senator Campbell, chairman of the senate tinanc** 
committee, in whose hands the senate race track leg- 
islation lies, said today that it is not his intention 
to let the hill die in committee, bill to have a meet 
ing and try to get tin* state a better revenue from 
tin* tracks, lie found it impossible to get his com 
niittee together on the proposition today. 

People interested in racing are well sat is tied with the 
way tilings went last night. They could hardly have 
been better pleased than by the action of tile senate 
in sending the Williams bill and tl Henson amend- 
ment to the linauce.^mmiit tee and the prompt ac 
1 ion of the bouse Ih *Mm*nly adjourning as soon 
a*- the result of tile vole in the senate became 
known. The Williams lull in the senate is identical 
with the Hail bill in tin* house and the Henson 
amendment provides, as does the Hoffman amend 
incut in the house, for a stale-wide commission and 
a tax of $3. non per day >>u each track, with nine 
ty days of racing to be divided between them each 
year. Senator Henson has proposed a further amend- 
ment cutting the tax t<* $2,900 per day. 

The motion was made to send the bill to Hie fin 
mice committee, inasmuch as il would affect state 
finances. Senator Williams fought against the bill 
being sent back to committee ami Senator Harper 
went to iiis aid. On the roll call, however, the 
bill went hack by a vote of sixteen to ten. which 
shows tie* strength of the racing interests in tin- 
senate Senator Harrison, who voted against the 
race track people a few days ago. voted for them 
lust night, adding another vote to their streugth. 

Then, with the action of tin* senate known, the 
house dropped its great press of business and 
adjourned. Delegate Hall made a tight to have his 
anti betting bill tak**u lip in the house, but the ad 
joiiruuieut was voted despite his protest.

GOSSIP OF THE HORSES AT LOUISVILLE. 



Rudolfo Once More in Training, but Has Ankle 
Trouble — J. E. Madden Pointing Filly for Derby. 



Louisville. Ky.. April 1. — While no filly has ever 
succeeded in winning tin* Kentucky Derby in the 
thirty- liine years the race lias been run, this season 
one entry of this srx is attracting some attention in 
training at Churchill Downs. This filly is Water- 
melon. in the slahb* of J. K. Madden, in whose colors 
Plaudit won tin* Derby of 1x98. Mr. Madden re- 
cently bought Watermelon from T. C. McDowell, her 
breeder, in wlmse colors she raced last season as a 
two year-cld. She has developed into a racy -look ing 
filly and imsesses an abundance of six**. with great 
muscular development. Sin* is in exceedingly good 
condition for severe training and will undoubtedly 
be ready to do her lM»st on the ninth of May. the 
date set for tin* running of the Kentucky Derby 
lids season. So far Watermelon’s best work has 
been a mile in 1:54. 

Old Rosebud. Ralph and Hodge were all on 
the track as usual today. Tin* going still being a 
frith*' heavy none of them did anything more than 
sirong galloping exercise. Hodge was given his 
work with a lead pony, a practice trainer Kay 
S|k*iicc pursued with Dial gelding during his early 
training at Juarez last winter. Intense interest is 
being manifested even this early in Ihc outcome of 
the Derby this season. Although tin* big event 
is still over a mouth away, every morning now tin* 
course at Plum hill I towns is thronged with visitors. 

Rudolfo. with which trainer Brooks hopes to re 
peat history ami again win the Kentucky Handicap. 
$10.(joo added, at Douglas Park, on the opening 
day of the coming spring meeting there, Saturday, 
May 25. was replated today with the expectation 
Unit from now on he can go right along in his train 
ing for the big Douglas Park event, as w’oll hs Die 
historic Clark Handicap at Churchill Downs this 
spring. Rudolfo’s trouble appears to be in his 
aiikb*s. He was fired at Lexington last winter for 
a tendon that threatened to bow and is apparently 
sound in that respect at tin* present time. If lie 
can get over Iiis ankle trouble trainer Itrooks does 
not doubt that he will tie able to bring him to the 
post again this spring as good as ever. Bodily he 
• ould not look better and all around he seems in 
fine condition to begin hard training. 

Trainer John Walters has written here that he 
expects to ship G. M. Hendrie’s stable from Tenne- 
ssee to Douglas Park early next week. From all 
account s ih* noted four-year «*ld.

here, with tin* exception of Hodge, which also comes 
from a winter track.

Coppertown and Royal Meteor. Hustled to the front 
at the start, he opened up a good lead and was never 
in trouble at any time. Coppertown took second 
money, with Royal Meteor third. 

Manson. favorite for the second race, was crowded 
into the fence shortly after the start, and suffer- 
ed injuries which resulted in his bleeding profusely. 
J. McTaggart. who had the mount, received a slight 
injury to his foot, but ii did not deter him from 
filling the rest of his engagements for the day.
